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Mimura discloses a method and apparatus for determining a dynamic transmission power on a 
first transmission channel and scheduling transmission on a second transmission channel as a 
function of the dynamic transmission power (fig. 3 and associated description). 

Felix et al disclose a fundamental channel used for voice transmissions, and a supplemental 
channel used for data transmissions (col. 3, lines 17-37) 

Claims 9, 1 1 -1 5 do not comply with paragraph 28.2(1 )(b) of the Patent Act. Mimura disclosed 
the claimed subject matter before the claim date. 

Claims 5-7, 8, 10, 16 do not comply with section 28.3 of the Patent Act. The subject matter of 
these claims would have been obvious on the claim date to a person skilled in the art or science 
to which they pertain having regard to Mimura in view of Felix et al. 

In view of the foregoing defects, the applicant is requisitioned, under subsection 30(2) of the 
Patent Rules, to amend the application in order to comply with the Patent Act and the Patent 
Rules or to provide arguments as to why the application does comply.
